LONDON, Dec. 3. 


Brirtish naval guns sunk 4 
more enemy merchantmen 
and two destroyers bound 
for Tunisia with reinforce- 
ments for the Axis in the de-• 
cisive battle for Bizerte and;

The timely naval blow was struck ' 


on the night of Dec. 1. the Admir- 
alty said, and deprived the enemy ;

(The convoy was attacked about 


midnight by a British force includ- 
ing three cruisers and, "in a spirit- 
ed .engagement," the communique 
said, "four enemy ships and two 
of the escorting destroyers were 
sunk or left burning wrecks."

No British ship suffered damage 


or casualties in the battle with tho 
convoy, sut the relatively new de- 
stroyer Quentin was sunk later on 
the way to her base. Most of her 
crew was reported saved. 


The Italians, in what appeared 


to be their version of the same 
action, said one Italian destroyer 
was sunk Tuesday night and a Brit- 
ish cruiser blown up in "a brief 
but violent naval encounter." Ger- 
man planes were said to have dam- 
aged a British destroyer and sunk 
a light unit of the same formation 
at dawn the next day.

Berlin Reports. 


'v""\ji Berlin radio said a British 
cruiser of the 9,850-ton London 
class also was torpedoed by a U-- 
boat in the western Mediterranean 
"and its sinking may be reckoned 
with. Bomb hits were said to have 
brought another British destroyer 
to a stop off the Algerian coast. 


There was no confirmation for 


any of these enemy claims. 


In fact, the assault on the con- 


voy was another chapter in the al- 
lied sea successes in the

African zone, 


In waters made hazardous by 


enemy submarines and closeness to 
axis air bases, H. V. Alexander, 
First Lord of the Admiralty, in- 
formed the House of Commons to- 
day, naval losses were much small- 
er than had been expected and "far 
less than the enemy claimed."

Alexander give no figures 
for 


merchant losses but he described 
them as light, too. 


He named only 11 warships lost, 


the biggest of which was the Brit- 
ish aircraft carrier Avenger. Her 
name had not appeared before In 
the roster of Britain's fleet and she 
may have been a converted mer- 
chantman.

U. S. Navy Sinks 
Nine Jap Naval 
Ships Solomons 


WASHINGTON,

Smashing a Japanese attempt to 
land reinforcements on Guadalca 
nal Island In tho Solomons Unit- 
ed States naval vessels sent nine 
enemy .ships to the bottom in

sharp night battle north of the is- 
land, the navy announced today. 
Losses inflicted on the enemy 
during the night of Nov. 30-Dec. 
1 included two large destroyers or 
cruiseru sunk; four 
-destroyers 


sunk; two troop transports sunk; 
and one cargo ship sunk, the navy 
uaid.

headed for the battle on Guadal- 
canal was seen in reports that no

Such transports could carry a

nese force by a United States task 
force, one American cruiser was 
aunk and other United States ves- 
sels were damaged, the navy said. 


No word as to the number of

House rassedBill 
Add Cost of Labor 
To Farm Parity 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—(XP)—Tho 


house by unanimous consent today 
passed legislation redefining agri- 
cultural parity to Include the costs 
of all farm labor, a step against 
which President Roosevelt express- 
ed "unalterable opposition" when 
anti-Inflation proposals were before 
congress two months ago. 


At the time parity redefinition 


was debated in tho anti-inflation 
fight, one government office con- 
tended this might result in an in- 
crease in living costs of as much 
as $3,500,000,000 a year. 


Rep. Pace (D-Ga), author of tho 


measure, told tho house he did not 
know what effects it might have 
on living costs. 


The legislation now goes to the 
senate. 


Pace told the house that under 


agricultural labor policies being es- 
tablished by the government "vir- 
tually no crops will bo produced 
next year, unless farmers are al- 
lowed 
to 
embrace the increased 


labor costs into the parity form- 
ula."

The first ration period will he 


for five weeks from November 29 
through January 3, 1043, Wright 
said. Stamp No. 27 will be valid 
for five weeks and most grocers

"There will be enough coffee for 
everyone." he said. "That Is the 
very reason why rationing is being 
started. Coffee loses its freshness 
and flavor if it is kept too long 
and It will be far wiser to buy a 
pound at a time as It is needed." 


Following stamp No. 27 In order 


coffee stamps will be 28, 25, 26, 23, 
24, 21, 22 and 20. This sequence 
will be followed because of the ar- 
rangement of the stamps In the 
ration book. 
Mr. Wright reminded both con- 


sumers and retailers that only those 


' whose ration books show them to 
be over 15 years old may purchase 
a pound of coffee for each of these 
coffee stamps. Coffee stamps in 
the ration books of children under

books and will

when War Ration Book No. 2 is 
issued. 
For the benefit of those who live 


in remote localities or where trans-

Vestol Askew of Sonora, secre- 
tary-treasurer of the association, 
declared the group was "still un- 
alterably opposed to gas ration- 
ing In the ranch country, and al- 
ways would be." 


Declaring Texas produces 20 pet 


cent of the nation's wo« and 85 
per cent of the nation's mohair, 
AsJtew stated that government of- 
ficials should have taken 
cogni- 
zance of the special problems ot 
ranchers In drafting the rationing 
program. 


J. B. Wilson, chairman of the 


legislative committee for the Na- 
tional Wool Growers' Association, 
held a more optomistic view on 
gas rationing.

There will be less of many varieties, of course,

of Navarro county draft boards 
and the war price and rationing 
board 
Wednesday in a 
special 
luncheon program at the Navarro 
Hotel attended bv approximately 
100 business men. 
The Johnson-

and co-operating were the Lions, 
Rotarians and Civltans. 
Judge Wayne Howell was the 


principal speaker for the apprecia-

service in the face of abuse, crit- 
icism and politics. "Your success 
Is evident in the United States 
army of 5,000,000 soldiers, ten best

Priilso for Board Members. 
The speaker praised members of

ued. 
"You have set for all Ameri- 
cans a pattern, the pattern for 
victory," Judge Howell concluded.

were Mayor John C. Calhoun, and 
County Judge E. D. McCormlck. 
Mayor Calhoun praised the honor 
guests for their patriotism in serv- 
ing on the boards and urged all 
citizens to their part in the war 
effort since the greatest privilege 
In the world today Is the privilege 
of being an American.
